This being the First day of the Fourth Session of the 
Third Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories, 
for the Despatch of Business, pursuant to a Proclamation 
ot His Honour MALCOLM CoLIN CAMERON, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of the said Territories, dated the 28th day of July 
1898, and the House having met, His Honour entered the 
House and having taken his seat upon the Throne opened 
the Session with the following speech:— 


Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, 


It gives me much pleasure to meet you at this the Fourth 
Session of the Third Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritories, 


Although meeting you for the first time since I have had 
the distinguished honour of being appointed to the office of 
Lieutenant Governor, I have during the course of a long 
public life always taken the deepest interest in the welfare 
and development of the Territories and have watched their 
progress ever since they became a part of the Dominion. 
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T have to congratulate you upon the many evidences of 
prosperity which I have noted in such parts of the Terri- 
tories as I have been able to visit recently, and also upon 
the marked advances to be seen in all communities since 
I first had the pleasure of visiting the West. From all 
parts of the country come uniform reports of substantial 
prosperity and splendid prospects for the farmer and the 
stock grower. These evidences of real prosperity, together 
with a largely increased immigration, point to the fact that 
the Territories have entered upon a period of unusually 

rapid growth and developirent. 


Since you last met, the Parliament of Canada has cut off 
from the Territories the Yukon Judicial District for pur- 
poses of separate administration. Before this was done 
my Government had taken steps to put into operation in 
that District such ef the laws of the country as came 
directly within the scope of their responsibility. A mem- 
ber of the Executive Council, empowered with the neces 
sary authority, has spent several months in the Yukon 
District, and his report will be laid before you at as early 
a date as possible. ! 


One of the most important duties devolving upon my 
Government in connection with its administration of affairs 
in the Yukon District, arose from the imperative and im- 
mediate necessity for regulating and restricting the import- 
ation and sale of intoxicating liquor. This work has been 
done with great care and consideration, and a statement of 
vhe action taken in this matter will shortly be laid before 
you. 4 


The revenue of the Territories has been increased beyond 
the estimate by a comparatively large sum, and you will be 
asked to appropriate several amounts required in_ the in- 
terests of the public service and the country. 


A statement of the public expenditure to the end of the 
last financial year has been prepared and will be Jaid before 
you in due course. 


The Commission appointed to consolidate the Ordinances 
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has intimated through its Chairman a desire to have further 
legislation enacted in order to make its work as complete 
as possible and in deference te that desire no action has 
been taken under the authority given at your last Session 
to promulgate the consolidation of the Ordinances. An 
opportunity will, therefore, be afforded you to include in 
the consolidation the whole of the work of this Assembly. 


Your attention will be invited to several measures hav- 
ing in view the completion of the work of consolidation 
and rendering your legislation more uniform and equal. 


The organisation of the several Departments of the 
Public Service authorised at your last Session has engaged 
the attention of my Government during the recess. This 
work is now about completed in a satisfactory manner, 
notwithstanding a number of unforeseen hindrances. 


So far as is known the whole of the Territories where 
the population warrants has been organised into Statute 
Labour Districts during the year. Three hundred and 
forty-four new districts have been constituted, making the 
total number now four hundred and one, with four districts 
in process of organisation. Returns of the work done dur- 
ing the past season are now cominys in, which show gratify- 
ing results. Before you close your labours a statement will 
be laid before you giving further details of the present 
position of the Statute Labour Districts. 


An important feature of the year’s work has been the 
recording and re-allotment of stock brands, which has been 
successfully carried on by the Department of Agriculture. 


I am pleased to annouce to you that my Government has 
been able to make arrangements, which, if ratified, will 
have the effect of enabling our stock raisers and agricultur- 
ists generally to take advantage of all that is being done in 
the eastern part of Canada to produce higher grades and 
better breeds of stock, and also to bring to their doors 
demonstrations of what is being discovered in advanced 
methods of culture and the growth of cereals anc other 

farm products suitable to loeal conditions. This work will 
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naturally take a considerable time to complete, and you will 
be asked to approve of its initiation during the approach- 
ing winter. 

As a result of negotiations between my Government and 
the Minister of the Interior, a Bill was introduced and 
passed at the last Session of the Federal Parliament dele- 
gating the administration of The North-West Irrigation 
Act to the Commissioner of Public Works. As a practical 
result of this legislation the procedure for obtaining and 
recording water rights under the provisions of the Irriga- 
tion Law has been largely simplified and rendered very 
much less expensive. As a further result of this legislation 
the procedure for the formation of Irrigation Districts 
under the local Ordinance can be made comparatively 
simple and inexpensive and a measure haying that end in 
view will be submitted for your approval. y 


In addition to a number of minor amending measures 
largely suggested by the work of the Consolidating Com- 
mission, important Bills to amend the law respecting ‘Statute 
Labour, Schools, Stock Inspection and Villages will be sub- 
mitted to you. 


I now leave you to your deliberations, fully persuaded 
that an earnest desire to advance the best interests of the 
Territories will characterise your proceedings. 


His Honour was then pleased to retire. 


Mr. Speaker informed the House that in order to prevent 
mistakes he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His 
Honour the Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the 
Table. 


Ordered, That Mr. Haultain have leave to introduce 
a Bill to amend the Ordinance intitutled “An Ordinance 
respecting Commissioners to make enquiries concerning 
Public Matters.” 

He accordingly presented the said Bill and the same was 
received and read the first time, and 


Ordered, To be read a second time on Thursday next. 
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On motion of Mr. Haultain, seconded by Mr. Ross, 


Ordered, That the Speech of His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor to this House be taken into consideration on 
Friday. next. 3 


On motion of Mr. Haultain, seconded by Mr. Ross, 


Ordered, That Select Standing Committees of the House 
for the present Session be appointed for the following pur- 
poses: 1, Standing Orders and Library; 2, Public Ac- 
counts; 3, Printing; 4, Agriculture; 5, Municipal Law; 6, 
Law Amendments; 7, Education; which said Committees 
shall severally be empowered to examine and enquire into 
all such matters and things as shall be referred to them and 
shall report from time to time their operations and opinions 
thereon, with power to send for persons, papers and records. 


On motion of Mr. Haultain, seconded by Mr. Ross, 


Ordered, That a Special Committee consisting of Mes- 
sieurs Clinkskill, Tums, Neff, Dill, Eakin and the Mover and 
Seconder, be appointed tu prepare and report with all con- 
venient speed a list of Members to compose the Select 
Standing Committees of this House. 


And then the House adjourned at 4.15 o’clock p.m.

While the cutting off of the Yukon Judicial District may 
have been done in the general interests of the country, we 
cannot but view with apprehension any indication of < 
pohiey on the part of Parliament tending to the Heeone 
tion of the Territories, as they are at present constituted, 
and we note with satisfaction that your Government took 
the necessary steps to exercise their jurisdiction in the 
Yukon District, and we will await with interest the report 
of the member of the Executive Council entrusted with 
that duty. 


We admit with Your Honour that one of the most 
important duties devolving upon your Government arose 
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from the imperative and immediate necessity for regulating 
and restricting the importation and sale of intoxicating 
liquor in the Yukon District, and we are pleased to be 
informed that this work has been done with great care and 
cansideration, and that a statement of the action taken will 
be shortly laid before us. 


It affords us satisfaction to learn that the revenue has 
been increased beyond the estimate by a comparatively 
nee sum, and we will carefully examine the statement of 
public expenditure to be laid before us, as well as any es- 
timate of the amounts required in the interests of the pub- 
lic service and the country. 


We are pleased to learn that by a postponement of the 
promulgation of the consolidated Ordinances an opportunity 
will be afforded us of including in the consolidation the 
whole of the work of this Assembly, and our attention will 
be given to any measures having in view the completion of 
the work of consolidation, and the rendering of our legis- 
lation more uniform and equal. 


It is gratifying to us to hear that the organization of the 
several departments of the Public Service is now about 
completed in a satisfactory manner. 


We learn with satisfaction that the whole of the Zerri- 
tories, where the population warrants, has been organized 
into statute labour distriets, and that the returns of the 
work done during the past season show gratifying results ; 
aud we will examine with interest any statement giving 
further details of the present position of statute labour dis- 
tricts which may be laid before us. 


We are pleased to hear that the recording and re-allot- 
ment of stock brands has been successfully “carried on by 
the Department of Agriculture. 


We are pleased to hear it announced that the Government 
has been able to make arrangements which, if ratifted, will 
have the effect of enabling our stock raisers and agricul- 
turists generally to take advantage of all that is being 
done in the Eastern part of Canada to produce higher 
grades and better breeds of stock, and also to bring to 


their doors demonstrations of what is being discovered in 
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advanced methods of culture and growth of cereals and 
other farm products suitable to local conditions; ‘and our 
earnest attention will be given to any proposition which 
may be made with a view to carry ing out these arrange- 
ments. 


It is gratifying to us t+ learn that as a result of negotia- 
tions between ihe Government and the Minister of the 
Interior, a bill was introduced and passed at the last session 
of the Federal Parliament delegating the administration of 
The North West Irrigation Act oe the Commissioner of 
Public Works; that as a practical result of this legislation 
the procedure for obtaining water rights under the pro- 
visions of the Irrigation law has been largely simplified, 
and rendered very much less expensive, and that as a fur- 
ther result of this legislation the procedure for the forma- 
tion of irrigation districts under the local Ordinance can 
be made comparatively simple and inexpensive, and we will 
enter with interest into the consideration of any measure 
having this end in view. 


Our attention will be given to bills to amend the law re- 
specting Statute Labour, Schools, Stock Inspection and 
Villages, and to such other measures as may be brought to 
our attention. 


We assure Your Honour that an earnest desire to advance 
the best interests of the Verritories will characterise our 
proceedings.

Mr. Speaker then said : 


May it Please Your Honour: 


The Legislative Assembly of the North West Territories, 
in Session assembled, approach Your Honour at the close 
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of our labours with sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and 
humbly beg to present for Your Honour’s acceptance a Bill 
intituled An Ordinance for granting to the Lieutenant 
Governor certain sums of money required for defraying 
certain expenses of the Public Service for the sixteen 
months ending the Thirty-first day of December, 1898, and 
the financial year ending the Thirty-first day of ‘December, 
1899, and for other purposes relating thereto, thus placing 
at the disposal of the Lieutenant Governor the means by 
which the Government can be made efficient for the service 
and welfare of the Territories. 


The assent to this Bill was announced by the Clerk of 
the Legislative Assembly in the following words : 


“His Honour the Administrator doth thank the Legis- 
lative Assembly, accepts their benevolence, and assents to 
this Bill.” 


His Honour then delivered the following Speech : 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


At the close of your legislative duties of this the Fourth 
Session of the Third Legislative Assembly I have to express 
regret—in which I feel sure you will all join with me-—at 
the illness of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor which 
necessitates his absence on this occasion. 


It affords me much pleasure to express my appreciation 
of the care which you have bestowed upon the important 
and yaried subjects submitted for your consideration, and I 
feel sure that the results will be beneficial to the Country 
and will enable the Commissioners engaged in consolidating 
the Territorial Ordinances to close their work in a manner 
satisfactory to themselves and those who will have the ad- 
ministration of the law hereafter. 


The liberal supplies which you have granted will ade- 
quately provide for the proper maintenance of the public 
service, and you may rest assured that the supplies granted 
will be dispensed with the utmost economy consistent with 
the public welfare. 


The amendments to The Irrigation Districts Ordinance 
will doubtless promote the development of agricultural and 
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dairy work in that part of the Territorves in which natural 
causes have hitherto tended to retard enterprise in these 
directions, while an impelling influence in the direction of 
better methods in agricultural and pastoral work generally 
may be anticipated from the effects of the policy which you
